Having crossed the river Lorn- 
nica behind which the Austro-Ger 
man forces planted themselves in 
their retreat from the Halicz re­ 
gion, the Russians have opened up 
the possibility of turning 
as

whole the Teutonic line northward 
along the Zlota-Lipa. 
Desperate attempts may be ex­ 
pected on the part of the defenders 
of Eastern Galicia to preent con­ 
tinuation of this menacing advance 
beyond the Lomnica, and the hat 
ties now in progress may be vital 
in determining the fate of Lemberg 
and all of Eastern Galicia. 
On the French front there is only 
local 
fighting.

Haig’s 
troops in Northern France continue 
comparatively inactive. 
There has 
been considerable air fighting re­ 
cently, in which the British had 
the advantage.

Word was received several days 
ago that the German emperor had 
issued a decree for franchise re­

It hears out the 
advices from Copenhagen that the 
results of tile German

are 
comparatively small. The introduc­ 
tion 
of 
the 
emperor's decree ol 
“equal franchise" merely restores a 
provision which, according to Ber­ 
lin gossip, was in th** emperor’s 
Easter manifesto and was elimin­ 
ated at the last moment from re­ 
actionary intrigue. 
It was pointed 
out the new imperial announcement 
does not require immediate adop­ 
tion, as the next elections may not 
take place until after the war.

Petrograd, July 13. -The Finnish 
diet on Thursday passed the second 
reading of a bill virtually estab­ 
lishing Finnish independence. 
In­ 
troduction of the bill has created a 
serious crisis and M. C. Tcheidse, 
president of the council of work­ 
men and soldiers 
delegates, 
has 
gone to Helsingfors to settle the 
differences. 
According to the present program 
Helsingfors will tomorrow put the 
bill passed Thursday into force “by 
simple declaration,’’ meaning with­ 
out Russia’s sanction. 
This is the first formal denial of 
Russia’s suzerain rights. 
The law', 
which was engineered by the so­ 
cialists, proclaims Russia has lost 
all authority in Finland except in 
domains of diplomacy and in the 
army and navy wherein Russia's 
rights are undefined. All other pre­ 
rogatives of the grand duke of Fin­ 
land 
the 
provisional 
government 
claims passed automatically to it 
belonged to Finland. 
Specifically the diet assumes the 
grand duke’s right to put into exe­ 
cution the law convoked and pro­ 
rogue the legislature and appoint a 
supreme executive. 
The governor 
general is not mentioned in the law' 
and as no functions are left him he 
is 
practically 
superseded.

First Number Drawn to Represent 
First 6,000 to Appear Before 
Exemption Boards— Half 
May Be 
Exempted. 


Washington,

13.—Formal 
announcement was made by the 
war department that 687,000 men 
will be selected from those register­ 
ed on June 5 for th fust, national 
war army and to fill vacancies In 
the national 
guard 
and 
regular 
army. 
The quota Missouri will furnish 
is 18,660; 
Kansas, 
6,439; 
Iowa. 
12,749, and Oklahoma, 15,564. 
The table from which the net 
quotas were complied shows that 
all enlistments in 
the 
national 
guard and regular armv up to June 
30 has been allowed 
as 
credits. 
The accompanying figures directs 
governors of the various states to 
allot the state quota as given the 
exemption board districts so that 
each board in each district, will 
know' exactly the number of men 
to be furnished by the district in 
filling the state quota. 
Contrary to 
expectations, 
the 
government, has allowed credit for 
the total strength of the national 
guard, including men in the ser­ 
vice prior to April, and who have 
been retained. 
Figures are given 
as follow's: 
Tota1 strength of th** 
National Guard on April I, 1917, 
164,292. 


Washington. July 13.--Secretary 
Baker 
announced 
late last after­ 
noon that in the drawing to select 
men for draft into the war army, 
numbers will be drawn represent­ 
ing every one of the nearly 10,000,- 
t»00 registered so that each m ar mat 
know* the order in which he is lia­ 
ble to be called for service. 
Liability will be fixed by the or­ 
der in which the names come out. 
There are some 6,000 districts, with 
numbered registration cards, so the 
first number will represent the first 
6.000 to appear b e f o r e the exemp­ 
tion boards. 
It is estimated that 50 per cent 
of the men examined will be ex­ 
empted or fail to pass the physical 
examination, so that more than a 
million men probably will appeal 
before the boards before the 687,000 
or more wanted on the first call 
are obtained. 
As soon as the local organizations 
are completed appointment of the 
district exemption boards will be 
announced. 
These boards, one or 
mon* in each federal judicial dis­ 
trict, will pass upon appeals from 
the local bodies and will have jur­ 
isdiction over claims for exemption 
on account of employment in indus­ 
trial and agricultural or other nec­ 
essary enterprises. 
Nominations for the boards pro­ 
posed from forty five states have 
been sent to the president by the 
provost marshal general’s office.

An inkling of the Finnish diet 
was given on June 22, when the 
social democratic congress of Fin 
Inn*! adopted resolutions demanding 
separation of Finland from Russia 
and the formation of an independ 
em. republic. 
Under the plan pro­ 
posed Russia would have no right 
to keep troops in Finnish territory' 
in times of peace. 
Economic rela­ 
tions between Finland and Russia 
would be regulated as between for­ 
eign countries. 
The grand duchy 
of Finland forms a separate divi­ 
sion of the Russian empire and un­ 
til the last few years preserve**! its 
constitution. Its autonomy has been 
in a great measure 
abolished 
by- 
acts of the Russian government.

Gentlemen: I hereby respectfully 
tender my resignation as president 
of your body, to take effect at once. 
In retiring from this honorable 
position, I wish it understood that 
I do so because the demands of my 
personal business are such as to 
prevent me from giving it the time 
and attention necessary to properly 
carry out the full purpose of the or­ 
ganization. 
Since I have been your president 
I have endeavored to do all in my 
power to promote the interests of 
Sedalia and vicinity. 
For all the 
cooperation 
which 
has been given me by the mem­ 
bers of the board and the other 
members, and by the business and 
professional men of Sedalia, I am 
deeply grateful. 
In retiring I take with me the 
most pleasant memories and shall 
ever cherish the many, many kind 
acts on the part of those associated 
with me in this service.

later consumption?

dehydra­ 
tion. 
This method of preservation has 
been described repeatedly. 
The 
government, through 
the 
depart? 
mnt of agriculture, gives 
its 
ap ­ 
proval to dehydration. 
The term; 
m eans 
merely 
the 
extraction of 
water. 
A great variety of garden 
and farm products is am enable to 
this process, including apples, apri­ 
cots, 
aspargus. 
bananas, 
beans,, 
beets, 
cabbage, cauliflower, 
c a r­ 
rots, celery, corn, grapes, onions, 
oranges, parsley, parsnips, peaches, 
pears, 
peas, 
potatoes, 
rhubarb, 
pumpkins, spinach, squash, tom a­ 
toes and turnips. 
Nearly every m em ber of the old­ 
er generation can recall the succu­ 
lent pies which his or her m other 
m ade of dried apples. 
T h e old­ 
fashioned dried apple pie was a 
glorious example of the possibili­ 
ties of dehydration. 
If the pro­ 
cess is properly 
followed 
there 
need be no loss of flavor and tho 
product will keep for years. 
In form er times a great deal of 
vegetabes and fruits has been wast 
ed because of the faulty system of 
distribution in this country or be­ 
cause of the m anipulations of food 
speculators. 
T h e re should be nom 
of this waste this season. 
Any 
oversupply that can not b e got to 
market for use while still fresh 
should be dried commercially. And 
this process should be m ore com ­ 
monly employed in the homes in 
p l a c e of the old-fashioned method 
of preserving in cans. Food con­ 
servation is a general duty.

trol affairs; we may be sure of that. 


The enlargement of the franchise may wipe out ibo junker influ­ 


ence in the reiehstag by doing away with the unequal systejn of voting 


that prevails in Prussia, but that wouldn’t make Germany any less 


autocratic, for the reiehstag is only a sort of public forum. 
The real 


legislative body of Germany is the bundesrath, which has not only 


legislative power, hut executive and judicial. 
The reiehstag talks, but 


if it should pass a resolution, the bundesrath could veto it. 
However, 


the bundesrath can not change the constitution without the kaiser’s 


consent, for no amendment can be passed if twenty votes in the bundes­ 


rath arc- cast against it, and the- kaiser controls tw enty—seventeen 


from Prussia and three from Alsaee-Loriaine. 
The chancellor is re­ 


sponsible only to the kaiser. 
The difficulty of genuine reform in Ger­ 


many is easily appare nt. 


So far as the kaiser is concerned the German people are far from 


political freedom. They are under delusion and therein lies the strength 


of German solidarity. 
Through censorship, control of the public press, 


control of the leaders in every department of life, the German people 


today are bound up in hocus-pocus and mental trickery. 
This lessens 


the probability of a revolution at pre*s« ut, and for a while, at least, 


we may expect the people to stand by the kaiser, even when many 


of them feel that they have been misled and misgoverned. 
Unless 


there is a revolution there will not be any real reforms in Germany 


until the- kaiser is forced to grant them by outside pressure.
